INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS 

Claims 1-31 and 33-46 are pending in the present application. Claim 32 has been 
canceled, without prejudice. Claims 20-30 have been objected to by the Examiner for 
insufficient antecedent basis for a limitation in the claims. Claims 4-6 and 27-29 stand rejected 
by the Examiner under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, for failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. Claims 1, 2, 4-21, 25-30, 32, 40, and 44-46 stand rejected by the Examiner under 
35 USC §102(b) as being anticipated by Wilms (US 5,277,424). Claims 3, 14, 34-35, 38-39, and 
42 stand rejected under 35 USC §l03(a) as being unpatentable over Wilms. Claims 1 5-16, 23- 
24, 36-37, and 43 stand rejected as being unpatentable over Wilms in view of Skratulia (US 
5,690,335). Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the rejected claims. 
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
